Former Governor-General 


Magnificent Mansion. 


No matter what one’s convictions— 
rf one happens to have any —in regard 
to the present political struggle in 
Britain, all Canadians ook with ine | 
terest upon the goings and comings of | 
Lord Lansdowne. It ia anid that, for | 
his years, Lansdowne leoks wonder: | 
fully young, but in point of fact he 
Is no freshman. To be more exact, 
Lansdowne was born around 1845, and 
it was in the eighties that he served 
a five-year term as Governor-General 
of Cunada, 

While popular enough with the 
Aaverace English Canadian, it waa the 


French peovle of Canada who took 
Lanslowne to their hearts. There 
never had been a governor-general, | 


and probably never will be another, |

Truly, we have suffered from 
an excess of youth! On the other
